12.— Gerald 
P. Nye, 33-year-old in su rg en t from 
N orth D akota, was aw arded his ap ­ 
pointed seat in th e 
United 
States 
senate today. 
A fter more th an a m o n th ’s delay 
and debate th e senate decided th a t 
Gov. Sorlie had power to appoint a 
senator to fill the unexpired term of 
the late Sen. E dw in F. 
Ladd 
and 
therefore Nye had a rig h t 
to 
his 
seat. 
The vote was 41 to 39. 
Nye, a new spaper editor, was des­ 
ignated by Sorlie to fill the N orth 
D akota seat in the senate u n til a 
successor to Ladd is elected at the 
general election next 
June. 
The 
privileges and 
elections com m ittee 
investigated th e case and held, w ith 
three senators dissenting, th a t the 
governor had no pow er to appoint 
under the N orth D akota statutes. 
Democrats, w ith th e assistance of 
independent republicans, saved Nye. 
They were aided m aterially by 
a b ­ 
sence of several opposing votes. 
Those v o tin g in favor of Nye were 
27 dem ocrats, 23 
republicans 
and 
one farm er-laborite. 
A gainst Nye 
were 31 republicans and 
8 
dem o­ 
crats. 
Im m ediately afte r the vote 
was 
announced th ere w as an o u tb u rst of 
applause in the galleries and Nye 
was escorted by his colleague. Sen.

Scientists Have Arranged to 
Make Discoveries. 


Tho discovery of a plateau only 150 
feet below the surface of the water of 
ttie Atlantic ocean was recently an­ 
nounced. 
This is only one of many discoveries, 
made In the last few years, which show 
that our knowledge of the ocean bed is 
remarkably poor. 
In ninny books pub­ 
lished a quarter of a century ago it 
was emphatically stated that the ocean 
floor Is flat, sloping gently here and 
I here, hut never broken into ranees 
like the dry land. 
Then, in 1001, the cable ship Britan­ 
nia discovered a mountain range In the 
South Pacific which was in every way 
like a range on the dry land. 
More 
recently a range of mountains, known 
as the Edward VII range, was discov­ 
ered In the North Atlantic, its highest 
peaks only u hundred fathoms below 
the surface, tin the Atlantic, too. Is 
Mount Laura Ethel, 
whose summit 
towers near the surface. 
Several small islands are only tile 
peaks of a mountain range which have 
broken the surface. The Bermudas rise 
straight up from a depth of two and 
a half miles, while St. Helena and As­ 
cension Island are also mountain peaks. 
(MT the Kuril islands the bottom drops 
sheer to a depth of Ave miles, while 
only a mile or two from the coast of 
Porto Rico the depth is 27,SGG feet. 
It is curious that although the bot­ 
tom of the sea has not changed for a 
million years, man still knows little 
about it. 
Many exjieditions are now 
sotting out with the object of salvag­ 
ing some of the SI,500,(KIO,OOO worth of 
gold which is hidden iii the depths, and 
these expeditions will, no doubt, make 
many discoveries concerning undersea 
scenery. 
Diving apparatus invented during the 
last few months enables man to des­ 
cend to depths undreamt of ten years 
ago; tint the terrific pressure at great 
depths is still a great obstacle. Quite 
as important is the invention of a mer­ 
cury vapor lamp, which enables films 
to he taken at great depths. 
Experi­ 
ments on a lamp that will illuminate 
a large area at a great depth are also 
being made. By means of this the diver 
will he able to see the hillsides cov­ 
ered with olive-green seaweed, which a 
passing eddy turns into a wind-swept 
pine forest, mountains towering to the 
surface, volcanoes, plains, and many 
other features which 
are associated 
with Hie grandest land scenery.

Peter J. Brady, labor leader and 
president of the Federation Bank, is 
leading a crusade to place baseball, 
hockey, football, basketball, cycling 
a :d racing under a similar tax and 
under the control of a reorganized 
state athletic commission. 
John A. Heydler, president of the 
National League, was In W ashing­ 
ton a few days ago inviting promin­ 
ent government officials to 
attend 
the jubilee banquet of the 
league 
here next month and while there lie 
is said .to have discussed 
opposing 
measures with Sen. George W. Pep­ 
per, Pennsylvania, chief counsel for 
the league. 
“ Why should baseball be taxed or 
regulated by the 
state?” 
Heydler 
asked on Ills return. 
“ It is taxed 
now more than any other profession­ 
al sport and it certainly is regulated 
better than it could he by a state 
commission, involving, as it would, 
so many conflicts in authority.”

Frenchman First to 
Use Gasoline Engine 
The first attempt to employ gaso­ 
line as a motive power was made by 
a Frenchman, Pierre Ravel, who pat­ 
ented “a steam generator heated by 
mineral oils, to he applied to steum 
locomotion on ordinary roads." 
Ra­ 
vers engine was fitted to a small car­ 
riage, 
and 
developed 
three 
horse 
power. 
The Franco-German war put an end 
to Ravel’s experiments for a time, hut 
years later be built a motor ear in 
which petroleum was used for the di­ 
rect generation of motive power. 
In 
187G Lentz invented a burner by which 
a mixture of gasoline and other naph­ 
thas, called massout, was used as fuel 
on steamships. 
About the same time gasoline was 
used as an illuminant in street lamps, 
and later a new use was found for 
it in the manufacture of varnish and 
oilcloth. Gasoline, amounting to 8 per 
cent of the distilled product of the 
crude petroleum, continued to be a 
drug on the market until the inven­ 
tion of the gasoline motor, and its 
application to automobiles, boats, air­ 
planes, and hundreds of industrial 
uses. 
Several inventors nelped to inaug­ 
urate the “Age of Gasoline," but the 
chief of them was George L. Selden 
of Rochester (N. Y.), the father of 
the automobile.—Chicago Journal. 


Short Period of Glory 
For many centuries Greek was the 
classic language In literature until It 
was supplanted by Latin. The classic 
period of Latin literature lasted barely 
IOO years. Between the year IOO B. C. 
and the beginning of the Christian era. 
Cicero, Lucretius, Caesar, Horace, Vir­ 
gil, Ovid and Livy all lived and wrote 
aud passed away. 


Equinox Affected by 
H eating Power of Sun 
The autumnal equinox is warmer, 
not colder, than the vernal in prac­ 
tically all of the continental United 
States and other places of middle to 
high latitudes. The reason for this is 
that the temperature conditions at 
any locality always lag behind the 
changing amounts of heat received by 
the locality from the sun in the course 
of its annual journey from winter 
solstice and return. In New Jersey, for 
example, the heating effect of the sun­ 
shine is at a minimum on Decem­ 
ber 22 of each year, but the lowest 
temperature of the winter occurs fully 
a month later, on January 25. 
The 
greatest solar heating occurs at the 
summer solstice, June 22, but the high­ 
est average temperatures fall about 
the end of July. 
The autumnal equi­ 
nox, September 21, occurs, therefore, 
only about five days after the highest 
temperatures of the year, whereas the 
vernal equinox, March 21, is separated 
from the time of highest by fully 130 
days, and is separated only about 50 
days from the coldest period of the 
year.

M ud’s Important Part 
in Earth’s Formation 
Importance of mud and the part it 
played in the earth ’s formation was 
tile theme of a lecture by a noted 
Welsh geologist speaking on Welsh 
geology at Cardiff.’

tant productions—a commodity with­ 
out which man could not live.
